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BT COQUINA. 

Aalhe Ortt streak o( daylight appeared In the east on Wednes¬ 
day morning, Sept. 22, I took the Judge’s gun and went down 
along the creek to shoot a tew ducks, while Mugler prepared 
breakfast. I bagged six, Bve mallards and a teal. I also killed 
a young, baU-grown beaver, and saw several others, but could 
not get a shot at them. This creak Is the home of large num¬ 
bers of them. There are two new dams within a few rode of 
where we camped, and they may be found at short Intervale all 
along the stream. It would be a good field lor a trapper this 
coming Winter. I returned to camp at a little after sunrise, and 
we partook of a breakfast prepared by Mugler's skillful hands, 
and such as one rarely sits down to In camp. Imagine a break¬ 
fast out hero on the plains, and while on the move, consisting of 
hot blscnlts, baked potatoes, venison and antelope steak, apple 
sauce, baked sweet potatoes, and coffee with real cream In It. 
And yet such was our bill of fare on this occasion, and with suit¬ 
able variations, at every meal during the whole time we were out. 

Just as we finished breakfasting an antelope appeared on top 
of a ridge half a mile away, and one of the “ 7th ” boys picked up 
hiB carbine, ran to the brow of another ridge within about two 
hundred yards, fired, and knocked It down. He started to go up 
to It, when It recovered from the shock sufficiently to get up and 
run. He fired two more shots at It aa It ran, one of which hit it 
but still not fatally. As he had only taken three cartridges with 
him, he was compelled to give up the game and return tocamp,but 
as the animal had Uken the course upon which our route lay, we 
overhauled him soon after leaving camp, and a ball from the 
Major’s rifle finished him. 

While we were striking tenU and packing up preparatory to 
the start, wo saw a lone horsi man coming from the east. It 
proved to be Mr. Hill, who had become separated from us the 
evening previous while on the march. He had been unable to 
And us again before night set In, and spent the night on the 
prairie, alone, with the broad canopy of heaven for a tent and 
the cold, cold ground for a bed. He said there was one advan¬ 
tage In staying out all night—that a fellow was sure to get up 
early In the morning, but be preferred to camp with the other 
boys in future, even If he didn’t wake up quite so early. 

We resumed the march at eight o’clock; Major BeU threw out 
scouts to right, left, and In front, with Instructions to cover as 
much ground as possible, and whenever they sighted buffalo to 
come In and report to him at once. We moved along at a good 
gait until half-past ten o’clock, when we saw the half breed 
scout and one of the soldiers on top of a UII butte, about two 
miles ahead of us. They had stopped and dismounted. We 
knew at once that they had sighted game, and we were In a fever 
of excitement to know what was ahead. They mounted, rode 
back to us, and Imparted the welcome news that at last we had 
reached the buffaloes I They said there were flveTvery large ones 
gruing In a valley just beyond the butte where they bad halted 
and that the lay of the ground was such as to give us everv 
advantage In approaching them. 

We plied spur and whip, and In a few minutes were as near the 
quarry as It was safe to go with the teams. Here we dismounted 
gave the teams In charge of Kelly, and the saddle horses In 
charge of a man detailed to hold them. Major Bell then crawled 
to the top of an adjacent ridge to reconnolter. When he re¬ 
turned he said we were then within two hundred yards of them, 
and that they had not yet discovered us; that we were squarelv to 
leeward of them, and that a friendly rise of ground near them 
would enable ns to shorten the distance by at least one half be- ' 
fore they could possibly discover us. i 

We then formed In line and started for the top of this ridge ' 
We moved cautiously, slowly, sUently. 1«) one spoke above a < 
whisper. The soldiers held their triggers back while cock- i 
Dg their carbines, so as to perform the operation In perfect si- < 
lence. Those of us who had bammerlese rifles pulled the safetv '

The Principles of llreedlug.—Part II.

At the ^oae of the lost paper, we were dlecuoalng the question it 
of the prepotency of the male parent, aud referred to the com- hr 
parlson between the mule and hinny. Mr. Darwin gives two ca 
other cases to the same effect. There Is a breed of cate known be 
as Manx cats. They have no Ulls. When the Manx tom la bred dc 
to the common cat, many of the kittens have no Ulls. When the to 
common tom Is bred to the Manx cat all the kittens have tails; 
so whichever way the cross Is made the male parent Is prepo- sh 
tent In the matter of tails. If cocks having silky feathers are L. 
bred to common hens, many of the chicks have silky feathers, th 
If common cocks are bred to silky hens, the chicks arc almost sc 
Invariably without silky feathers. So in the matter of silky th 
feathers, the male parent Is prepotent. In the matter of the it 
saddle galls In horses, the writer la from personal observation w 
clearly of opinion that the stallion Is prepotent, and he has ob- u 
served this point closely for many years. There has been a d( 
theory that the acting parto of the animal locomotive machinery lo 
are derived from the male, and certain other parts from the fe- tl 
male parent, but this theory appears to break down decisively bi 
upon a practical lest. Without extending the argument, It Is our cl 
opinion that, as a rule, more or less prepotency attaches to the tl 
male parent, and the male breeding animals should accordingly T 
be selected with the most rigorous care. Moreover, the male, as B 
has been said, Is half the herd, as far as the Increase Is concerned; tj 
and If he has any defects, his probable prepotency In transmit- tl 
ting them will soon spread ruin far and wide. We have, of 11 
course, paid due attention to those cases In which It has been pi 
reported that prepotency sometimes very clearly shows Itself In h 
the female line; but, taking the whole case Into view, tliere - 
seems to be little doubt that such cases ace not the rule. We 
desire carefully to guard against conveying the Impression that tl 
It Is not of very great Importance to breed from the best females tr 
which can possibly be obtained. When It la remembered that t< 
the female elaborates, by means of her organs, the blood which T 
furnishes the original materials of the germ Itself, and also all y 
the materials for the development of the Impregnated germ, and u 
the growth of the fujlus until birth, and even for a considerable a 
time after birth. In the case of mammalia, we shall be apt to 
conclude that perfect health and constltnlloual vigor arc of the li 
utmost consequence In the females of the breeding establish- o 
ment. The prepotency of the male may overcome certain defects a 
of form, style, etc., In the mother, but scarcely fatal constttu- B 
tional taints. It sometimes almost appears that there must be a s 
sinister law of nature, lo compliance with which bad qualities f 
are more strongly and persistently Inherited than good ones. Is c 
It In accordance with such a law that the wickedest boys arc c 
ministers’ sonst It has been supposed that the feminine char- i 
acters, such as milk or butter qualities In cows, usually descend a 
lo the female line, and In certain cases this Is undoubtedly true; c 
but It Is also true that such characters may and do descend In j 
the male line occasionally. It has been observed of many pe- i 
cullarltles, diseases, etc., that they descend only through one or i 
other sex lo particular families, whereas the same characters de- I 
Bceud by the opposite sex In other families. It will not be safe 1 
to rely upon the general principle that female characters will de- \ 
scend In the roaternsl line and masculine characters In the male i 
line, though ouch may be frequently observed to be the case; and I 
the matter Is worthy of the breeder’s attention. I 

From a practical point of view, the most Important point In i 
connection with the matter of prepotency. Is the race prepotency ; 
of our thoroughbred breeds of Improved animals. When a thor- i 
oughbred male Is bred to a female of the unimproved native ' 
breeds, the offspring will not be half way between the two In : 
excellence, but greatly nearer the character of the well-bred 
parent. We are aware that this point has been disputed, but 
personal observation satltlles us fully as to its truth. We have 
examined and seen many thousands of Shorthorn grades, and 
never yet saw one that was not much nearer to the Shorthorn 
than to the iiallve cow In character. We have observed the same 
to be true of the Jerseys and Devons, and we have no doubt It Is 
equally true of Hcrefords and other Improved thoroughbred races. 

We have seen also many thousands of grade lambs by rams of 
various sorts of thoroughbred sheep, and never saw one which 
was not more like the thoroughbred parent, In all Its characters, 
than the native breed of the mother. There Is no tact of which 
we are more firmly convinced than the almost universal prepo¬ 
tency of thoroughbred races In their crosses with the native, 
mongrel and mixed, and miscellaneously bred breeds of the 
country. We go further, and say that when male and female of 
the same breed are paired, that parent which Is best bred Is very 
apt to be prepotent. Stonehenge, we believe, makes this point. 
If, Indeed, this principle did not hold, our Improved breeds 
would not possess a tenth part of their present value. It Is ab¬ 
solutely certain that a thoroughbred male not deformed nor dis¬ 
eased when used In a common herd or flock, will be strikingly 
prepotent over the females, and the Improvement will be more 
than Intermediate between the common and the thoroughbred 
breed. In the second cross the Improvement will be less, In the 
third cross less still, and so for each succeeding cross. Probably 
at the fourth or Hftb cross the grade will be equal to the thor¬ 
oughbred In all valuable qualities, but will not be able to trans¬ 
mit them with the same certainty. The occasion seems to be 
here presented for an exact deflnltlon of the term thoroughbred 
as employed by breeders and others. It Is not easy to do this. 

If the history of the formation of any of the Improved breeds 
wo now possess be studied, we shall find that they have been 
formed by persistent selection of animals possessing the desired 
form and characters, as breeders,which usually reduces the group 
to be selected from to a few families and a comparatively omstr 
number of Individuals, outside of which the desired type cannot 
be found. Some degree of In-breedlng follows which further flies 
the typo and deflnee the group. Thus they gradually become 
recognized as a breed, and the dominant characters being firmly 
establlBbed In all the Individuals of the breed, are transmitted 
with satisfactory uniformity; then all the characters of a thorough¬ 
bred race have been gained. Pedigrees are now given and a herd 
book established, and the new breed la thenceforward recognized 
as thoroughbred. The longer such a system Is persisted In, the 


more fixed becomes the characters of the breed, and the more tru 
uniformly will they be transmitted. Shall we say, then, that a m« 
thoroughbred animal Is one both of whose parents belong to the 
same established breed) A cross-bred animal Is one whose pl| 
parents are both thoroughbred, but belong to different LI 

breeds. A grade Is an animal, one of whose parents Is thorough- pu 

bred, and the other belongs to the common, unimproved, native da 
sort. This terra grade has been so vaguely and Indefinitely used, an 
as to produce both confusion and mischief. It should be »tf'ctly In 
limited to the first cross between a thoroughbred and a native. The m< 
second cross of the thoroughbred should be known as three- rei 
quartere-kred. The next as seven-elghths-bred, and so on. For au 
Instance, a grade Devon, a three-quarters-bred Devon, a seven- sei 
elghths-bred Devon, etc. Whereas, a grade Devon cross^ back us 
to the native sort should be known os one-fourth Devon, the next cn 
as one-eighth Devon, etc. If these definite terms were substl- kt 
tuted for the vaguenoas of hlgh-grtde, aud low-grade, aod grade, ar 
' as now uaed, we should find a great advance In the preclalon of m 

our descriptive language. „ . v 

The term thoroughbred as applied to the English race horse, so 
has also caused much confusion of thought, and when we come wi 
to have, as we soon must, a breed of thoroughbred trotting horses. Hi 
It will perhaps become necessary to speak habitually of thorough- to 
bred race horses. Instead of simply thoroughbreds; for the time lb 
cannot now be far off when, If the sire and dam of the horse are Is 
both recognized trotting horses, cousletency will require us to oi 
designate such a horse as a thoroughbred trotter, without regard ve 
to the number of seconds It takes him to trot a mile. . , , , 

Now, let us go back to Inquire why a thoroughbred animal ot 
should be prepotent In Its crosses with those not thoroughbred, fo 
Let It be considered that an animal transmits to Its posterity wi 
those characters which It has Inherited from Its ancestors. If the nc 
sum total of these characters constitutes no definite type, bi 
then certainly no definite type can be transmitted; but If re 
It does constitute a definite type, then. In accordance ol 
with all the laws of heredity, that typejnust be transmit- cc 
ted If an animal having a necessity for transmitting a st 
definite type be mated with one without a type to transmit the tc 
lonner will find nothing to oppose Its transmission. So, when a so 
thoroughbred Is mated with a mongrel the type of the thorough- w 
bred prevails, and must needs prevail over the heterogeneous to 
characters of the mongrel. Recognizing this result, we say tl 
thoroughbreds are prepotent In their crosses with mixed races, s 
There can scarcely be a doubt that this Is universally true, a 
Breeding only within the limits of a selected group, we create a ri 
type and establish a breed, possessing the prepotency of a le 
thoroughbred, and breeding In-and ln within the limits of a fam- ol 
lly, we eliminate variation. Intensify the type, and Increase the hi 
prepotency of transmission In that family. So, on the other hi 
hand, crossing Introduces variation and heterogeneous characters ai 
—breaks up tbe type, and breaks down prepotency. 

The value aud the only value which attaches to a pedigree Is, pi 
that It enables us to judge of the probable prepotency an animal 
may possess. It furnishes a probable guarantee that the charac¬ 
ters possessed by tbe animal will be reproduced In the offspring. 

The element of uncertainty cannot, however, be eliminated. C 
Many disturbing causes may or do exist, which may be studied V 
under the head of variation, which subject we will now, as brlefiy n 
as we can, proceed to discuss. . , ? 

It U certain that no two animals can be found precisely alike b 
In every respect. By multiplying these slight variations by means s 
of selection, the breeder Improves the animals he produces. In o 
any desired direction. Herein consists the whole art of breeding, e 
But when the desired perfection Is obtained. It can only be-pre- c 
served by eternal vigilance In guarding against adverse variations s 
from the established type. The first form of variation to which t 
our attention Is naturally directed le that which has been technl- t 
cally called atavism, or breeding back. Tbe technical word slg- I 
nlfies an ancestor. It Is observed with regard to all domestic I 
animals, and even with regard to the human species, that the I 
offspring sometimes does not resemble either of the Immediate ! 
parents, but le like a grand parent, great-grand parent, or some 1 
remote ancestor. This has been so often observed that to old I 
aphorism “ like breeds like,” Is amended by Inserting “ (^he 1 
likeness of an ancestor.” This phenomenon has also sometimes < 
I been styled reversion—a term which we prefer, and commonly < 
use. It Is said that reversion to an original type may take place, i 
: notwithstanding the Intervention ol an Immense number of gen- i 
1 eratlons. Reversion may certainly occur In any case, notwithstand¬ 
ing every wise precaution of the breeder which can possibly be i 
1 taken. It appears, however, to be well established that the i 
’ greater to number of Intervening generations, the less likely, i 
■ under given conditions, le reversion to take place. In other 
! words, the greater the number of generations of ancestors which 

1 have not varied from a particular tjpe, to leas likely Is It that 

I the next generation will vary without tbe Introduction of a 
1 powerful disturbing cause. Hence, the value of the record of the 
5 ancestors, called tbe pedigree. Therefore It Is, that a long one, 

1 If good and authentic, le better than a short one. It may now 
1 be Inquired, what are some of the disturbing causes likely to be 
e followed by reversion) In general, anything which disturbs the 
B physiological equilibrium of the system of tbe parents, le likely 
to be followed by reversion In the offspring. First, we note, that 
f thoroughbred animals having been accustomed to high feeding, 

1 close stabling, fancy grooming and the like. If subjected Bud- 
1, denly to ordinary plantation usage, are very apt to produce young 
b which revert to the type of a remote progenitor. It la a well- 
>- known fact, that the Improved breeds, when neglected and sub- 
I, Jected to hard usage, degenerate with astonishing certainty and 
e celerity; and. In such cases. It la established by observation, that 
if the degeneration will be toward tbe type of an original pro- 
y genltor, before the breed was subjected to Improvement, In moat 
i. cases. Among all tbe factors engaged In the Improvement of 
is our breeds, none has played a more Important part than an 
)- abundant and regular supply ot the moat nutritious food; and 
j- whenever that Is suddenly decreased and rendered In any degree 
ly precarious and Irregular, It le sure to be followed by prompt ret- 
e rograde of the style and qualities of the Individual and Its off- 
id spring, and In the case of the offspring the tendency will be to 
le retrograde In the direction of the type of the original progenitors 
ly of the breed, and long-suppressed objectionable characters will 
r- re-appear—fashionable pedigrees and fancy prices to the con- 
s- trary, notwithstanding. Change of climate often produces so pro- 
je found a disturbance of 'the system of tbe breeding animal as 
)d temporarily or even permanently to suspend ihe reproductive 
function, and In other cases to produce reversion In the off- 
Is spring. 

5 D It is not neccMary to attempt the mention of every circum- 
Ed stance which may so disturb the physiological balance of the 
ip system as to break up the type In the offspring, and produce re- 
iir version. Any sudden or extreme alteration of the life con- 
ot ditlons may so operate. But perhaps the most efficient cause of 
es reversion Is that which moat effectually breaks up the type, and 
ne most profoundly disturbs the physlolt^cal stolus quo, viz; crosfr 
lly Ing the breed. Of this, many striking examples might be quoted 
ed from divers authors, notably from that most extraordinary of all 
;h- the patient and painstaking mousers after facte, Mr. Darwin, 
ird Few men differ more completely with Mr. Darwin, In many of 
ed his theories and hypotheses, than the writer; yet none la more 
he ready to concede the enormous value of his services In collecting 


trustworthy data. In this respect, he greatly surpasses all other 
men. 

We are better acquainted with the history of the breeds of 
pigeons than of any other domestic animals. That the Oolumba 
LIvla or Wild Rock pigeon Is the parent form of all domestic 
pigeons, appears to be established. There are, at the present 
day, something like 2B0 breeds of tame pigeons, distinctly marked, 
and which breed perfectly true; and many of these differ widely 
In every particular from Columbs LIvla; yet, when some of the 
most strongly marked varieties, which have lost every trace of 
resemblance to the parent form, are crossed, young are often pro¬ 
duced precisely like the original wild bird. This has been ob¬ 
served and recorded, not only by Mr. Darwin, but by many other 
naturalists and fanciers of the first rank. Again, the fact that 
crossing causes reversion. Is put In a strong light by the well- 
known fact, that when two distinct breeds of non-sitting fowls 
are crossed, the lost Instinct Is usually recovered In the chicks, 
aud a majority of them will become broody. Blmllar coses have 
been observed and recorded with regard to most of the many 
sorts of domestic animals which we possess; so that without 
wearisome repetition and detail, It may be stated as a well estab¬ 
lished fact, that crossing distinct breeds often produces reversion 
fo the original form. Even where widely differing Individuals of 
the same pure breed are bred together, the tendency to reversion 
Is often observed In the offspring. Nor does any lapse of time, 
or number of Intervening generations, seem to operate to pre¬ 
vent this occurrence. The practical conclusion la, that Inju¬ 
dicious mating, even within the limits of a breed, may, besides 
other mischiefs, produce reversion to some undesirable ancestral 
form. Therefore It la, that lo breeding domestic animals It la 
wiser, when myeaalty may arise for tbe Infusion of fresh blood, 
not to go outside of the same strain In some of Its collateral 
branches. All breeders know how frequently a hit results from 
re uniting collateral branches of the same family or strain. One 
of the moat potent causes of reversion Is sudden and violent 
change In the conditions of life to which the parents have been 
BubjKted. It la well known that domesticated animals, when 
they become feral, are very prone to resume the type of to wild 
sort from which they originally sprung. But the conditions to 
which they are subjected when run wild again, are precisely those 
to which some careless farmers subject their animals. They turn 
them out exposed to every extreme of weather, to shift for them¬ 
selves, on the “ root bog or die ” principle. In the bands of such 
a farmer, no Improved breed of animals can be preserved from 
ruinous deterioration. They will run down until they reach the 
level of some unimproved ancestral type. Again, excessive use 
of the breeding male may so Impair his vigor as to let down the 
bars to reversion along the line of hie ancestry. Nor will the 
halt be called until the worst specimen In that line Is probably 
arrived at. Evil-chance le prepotent over good-chance. It la of no 
use any more to talk of ” liberty,” but “ eternal vigilance la the 
price ” of success lo breeding. '* Father 1” ealth Tlmoun,

Certainly there are various snares In every breeder’s path. 
Whether the “ devil hath ” them there or no, this writer eayeth 
not. We come now to consider the form of reversion, which le 
of all moat commonly observed, that le, lo crossing distinct 
breeds when the croea-bred offspring are bred together, the 
strong disposition of the young to revert to the type of one or 
other of the pure breeds which were crossed. Let us take as an 
example, to Oxfordshire-down sheep; In the first place were 
crossed the Southdown rams with the native ewes of Hampshire, 
and thus was produced the Hampshire-down breed. And now, 
by breeding Hampshire ewes to Cotswold rams, the Oxford have 
been produced and brought before the public as a distinct breed. 
Perhaps this breed Is the greatest success ever attained lo cross¬ 
breeding, with the direct purpose In view of making a distinctly 
Intermediate breed of great value, both for mutton and fleece. 
Now what has been done can surely be done again. When the 
Hampshire ewes are bred to CoUwold rams, the Iambs will be 
found to blend the characters of the two breeds very satisfactor¬ 
ily, and will be pretty fair Oxfordshlre-downe. But when some 
of these ewe lambs are selected aud bred, at a proper age, to a ram 
ol the same parentage, the breeder who Is not prepared, from 
reading or experience, what to expect, will be disappointed In 
seeing that a great part of the lambs of this second generation 
will revert to the type of to Hampshire on the one hand, or the 
Cotswold on the other, and that only very lew ol them retain the 
Oxford type; but let these lew ewes be selected and bred to the 
ram ol this second generation, which conforms most distinctly 
to the Oxford type. Many of the lambs of this third generation 
will also breed back, but far from so great a percentage of them, 
as In the second generation. The selections being repeated on 
the same principles for the fourth generation, a large proportion 
of the lambs will conform to the Oxford type; and If the selcc 
tlona have been carefully and skillfully made, at the seventh or 
eighth cross, the breed will be well established, and will breed 
true In a large majority of cases. The proportion of reversion 
will decrease with each cross. But, as we have shown already, 
the tendency to revert Is never entirely bred out, but la liable to 
show Itself, notwithstanding the Intervention of a very great 
number of generations, bred true to type. In consequence of va¬ 
rious disturbing causes. It does not appear that any given num¬ 
ber of generations can be relied upon as an absolute bar to re¬ 
version. Mr. Darwin does not hesitate to suggest, that to oc¬ 
casional production of a supernnmary finger or toe In man may 
be viewed aa a case of reversion to an enormonslj remotet lowly 
organlsedi many-toed progenitor. We are not ready, however, 
to take so prodigious a leap In the dark as all that. Tbe 
cal question is, whet number of crosses within a pure breed will 
afford a reasonable guarantee that the animals will breed true In 
the great majority of caseal It is not to be denied, that upon 
this point there is much diversity of opinion, both among tbeo- 
t retlcal aud practical men. The number of crosses required for 

• entrance In the various herd books and other records of pedl- 
greea of pure breeds, may be taken as an expression ot the geu- 

I eral opinion of breeders upon this subject; some require as few 
i as live, others seven or more crosses. Doubtless, the case Is 

I diflercut with various sorts of animals, and even -with different

Nsy, 
g more, we should count any one of the first three croeses as oi 
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more cooeequeoce than aU aeventoen of the othera. We do not 
mean to be underetood aa urging that three known croesee are euf- 
ttclent to make a good enough pedigree; very far from It If noth¬ 
ing were known of the balance of the anceetorg, we could scarcely 
consider such a pedigree worthy of the least notice. We believe 
that no record should be considered a pedigree among eclenllBc 
breeders, which records less than seven croesee. After seven 
crosses, without disturbing causes, which no breeder ought to 
suffer to exist, experience appears to signify, that cases of rever¬ 
sion will be so rare that no dllflculty will be encountered In 
weeding them out.

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CHAPTER XXVII. 

The Haltese Dug. 

The Maltese dog—terrier as It Is sometimes erroneously de¬ 
scribed, for the creature has nothing of the terrier in its compo- 
sltiun—Is undoubtedly one of the most admired by ladles of all 
the varieties of toy dog. The beautiful whiteness of a Maltese 
dug's coat Is in itself a great attraction when the animal le care¬ 
fully attended to by those who have It In charge, and the quality 
uf the hair is so soft and silky that this variety Is peculiarly 
adapted for the society of the gentler sex. 

What the origin of the breed is cannot be positively asiysrtBlned, 
though It Is only reasonable to believe It Is similar in many respects 
to the CanU melUatu of old writers, who, rightly or wrongly, 
ascribed to Malta the honor of possessing a national dog at the 
time of their writing. One le naturally puzxled to ascertain what 
this dog really was, and many consider that It was merely a long¬ 
haired, small-sized animal, whose services have of later years been 
largely drawn upon In the production of kindred strains, notably 
ill the case of toy spaniels. Be this an It may, the antiquity of a 
dog In many essential respects resembling the modern Maltese Is 
beyond a doubt, and a reference to the chapter on Skye terriers 
will show our readers that certain strains of the northern dog are 
even now credited with a Malte se cross. In the face of such evi¬ 
dence it Is only reasonable to suppose that the latter variety was 
recognized as an acquisition by the people of this country many 
years ago, though doubtless the original shape of the dog and its 
general appearance have been the subject of considerable modid- 
cations. 

.Vccordlug to the “ Naturalist’s Library,” the “ Maltese dog 
(Oinilumetil'eiu), the BIchon or Chlen Bouffe of BuSon, Is the 
must ancient of the stball spaniel races, being figured on Roman 
monuments, and mentioned by Strabo.” 

l)r. John Calus, more than three hundred years ago, thus al¬ 
ludes to the Maltese dogs In remarks which also refer to the toy 
spaniel or fotor; 

“ There is, besides those which wee have already delivered, 
another sort of gentle dOgges In this, our Engllshe style, but ex¬ 
empted from the order of the residue. The dogges of this kinde 
doth Callimachus call Melibors, of the Iseland Mellta, In the Sea 
of Sicily (which at this day Is n.imed Malta, an Iseland In deede 
famous and renouned .... ).” 

By far the best modem strain of Maltese doge traces back to 
the kennels of Mr. R. Mandeville, of London, who f.mm the years 
1360 to 1870 practically swept the board at the shows held at 
Birmingham, Isllagton, Crystal Palace, and Cremorne Gardens. 
To this gentleman’s Fldo and Lilly we are indebted for many of 
the beautiful little dogs now in existence; and the services which 
be rendered their pets should never, In common justice, be lost 
sight of by those who own Maltese dogs In the present day. 

As an out-door companion a dog of this breed Is inferior to many 
other varieties of toy, both on account of Its long, silky 
jacket, and rather delicate constitution; the Maltese being 
peculiarly susceptible of cold and chills. If affected by such 
causes, the eyes are frqueotly attacked, and the water running 
from them causes unsightly brown Hoes on the muzzle, which 
naturally detract greatly from the beauty of the dog. Being so 
densely coated with silky hair, which Is both longer and finer 
than in any other variety of dog, the jacket of a Maltese le a 
particular source of trial to his attendant, and a very slight at¬ 
tack of skin disease (or rather an attack which In the majority of 
breeds would be hardly worth consideration) Is very liable to re¬ 
move his coat to an alarming extent. Constant attention with 
a soft brush, the balloon shape referred to on page 156, and cool¬ 
ness of blood, are the best preventives, for in such cases pre¬ 
vention Is more than ever better than cure. Dieting In all small 
long-haired dogs must be most scrupulously attended to, and the 
dally supply of meat rigorously cut down to the smallest possible 
dimensions. Scraps of bread and vegetables well mixed up with 
gravy are the beet items of diet, and now and then a little meat 
may be added, but for the welfare of the animal such excesses 
should be few and f»r between. As In the case of the Yorkshire 
terrier, many owners encase the hind feet in wash-leather bags, 
which are supposed to have the effect of preventing the dog 
from scratching himself so much as to Injure his coat, or raise 
the skin beneath It. The bags may doubtless be useful In this 
respect, but are on the other hand very liable, if worn too long, 
to Injure the feet by keeping them loo hot and dose, and should 
therefore be used with caution. The Maltese, too, like the York¬ 
shire terrier, often appears with the hair down his skull neatly 
hi order to prevent it becoming matted and to en¬ 

able the dog to see his way about with greater ease; and we 
know of more than one exhibitor who is In the habit of fasten- 
ih^i A ** when the animal Is feeding.

Four weeks a(^ comroeitced swelling just back 
of the hip bun^ aud tbe swclllug baa now Increased so as to include tbe 
whole leg aud loot so he cannot touch bis foot to the floor, and appears 
to be extending to Uie other leg; there are no sores ana appareotry no 
one apot more sore than another; does not flinch from pressure, but 
still appears to be in pain, groaning nights, etc., nose and eyes in good 
order, eats well, hut grows very iroor. One of our beat M. D.'s who has 
bad considerable expfri^tice wUn dogs, pronounces it fcrofuia (but os 
there were no rnuning sores I doubt It) and pronounces it hopeless. 
By givlug me your opinion and advice in next issue, you will much 
oblige an old reader. Ans.—It is a case of oailtlH and periostitis (In- 
llammatiou of tbe bone and Its coverings), probably caused by some in¬ 
jury in the way of u bruise of the hip Iniot,setting up ioflamniAlloiiorihe 
syoovlat membrane which exleudeu to the bone, and the swelling has 
become indurated and is extending tbrongb sympathy lo other parts. 
It is a hopeless case, and we would recommend you to destroy him and 
make a post mortem cxtimluatlon to satisfy yourself as to tbe real 
nninre of the trouble. You will probably And the femur and part of tho 
pelvis boneyenmbud, and the animal matter of the bones absorbed, 
making them very light compared with those of tbe other ride. If you 
follow our advice we would like to hear the result of tbe examluatlnn. 
It is not very probable that It Is scrofula.

sroii him stool; he apparently drags his right ham, leg and foot more 
than the other; the last twenty-four hours ho is almiit tbe same, appar¬ 
ently no worse. Ans.—It Is a case of partiai paralysis, the cause of 
which wo cannot determine without more definite data in regard to the 
blstoiT. Clip off the hair from the loins closely and blister with a salu- 
tion of silver nitrate, dissolve a stick of lunar canr^tlc In a teaspoooAil of 
water and paint It on with a brush; if U does not blister pretty strongly, 
lu about ten hours, repeat it. Then grease thu part with fresh lard. 
Give internally the elixir callsaya. Iron and etrycnnlne lu teaspoonful 
doses three times a day; feed liberally. 

W M. T.. Rome, (M.—I am interested In two pups, pointer and set¬ 
ter, about six months old. They both have a bluish colored film grow¬ 
ing over their eyes. It teemed to commence In tbe corners nearest the 
Dusu aud gradually spreads over tbe whole eye.

Per¬ 
haps the weather which was rainy, after half-past twelve, last 
night, has bad Its eBect In sending them to the thick cover, but 
I am disposed to believe there are very few birds. There was a 
good attendance of spectators to-day and much Interest Is being 
manifested In the result. Messrs. Taylor, Wilson, and Coster 
are the judges. At the annual meeting of the Pennsylvania 
Field Trial’s Club to-night, the following oflficers were elected:

The treasurer’s report 
showed a balance on hand of four hundred and forty-two dollars 
and forty-five cents.

Diffendcrffer stated, and Alderman A. K. Spurrier, president of 
the Lancaster County Game Protective A 5 a 09 latlon, corroborated

Id the second and third Tolume of tbs "Tecbnicsl Educator" 
Kppeared a isrlea ol papers upon this subject, wbicb, bowever, 
waeprlnclpally confined to the then approved and recognized 
mode of the artificial breeding of fish, srlA copious Illustrations 
of the mechanical appliances necessary for batching the eggs and 
nrotectlng and sustaining the fry after fecundation. How fir a 
strict adherence to this mode of procedure has been successful, 
can only be Judged by the Increased produce of our public and 
private iraters, and here It Is urged that, with one or two ezcep- 
tlODS so far as Oreat Britain Is concerned, the benefit—In other 
words the return for capital and labor expended has not been re¬ 
munerative. There have been literally millions of the fry of 
salmon and trout poured Into the Thames, and many thousands 
Into the river Lea, y'et up to the present moment even the moet 
sanguine and zealous plsclcnlturlsta will but admit that such vart 
nuinbers have not as yet made any appreciable mark or appar¬ 
ently added a single “ take " to the returns of the angler. What 
then. Is asked, has become of such legions of young fryl The 
reply of close observers is humiliating—they have gone to feed 
the larger fish. Indeed, fresh-water fish, without an exception, 
have been provided with an expensive dish of tiny salmonldas: 
for every fish preys upon Its fellow, provided Its victim Is suf¬ 
ficiently small to swallow, and will even, If the opportunity offer, 
make a meal of Its own offspring; and contrary to the opinion of 
epicures with regard to the flesh of pike and perch fed upon sal- 
monldas, the flavor of the Thames fish does not appear to have 
been In the slightest degree Improved by this lavish and costly 
diet. Nature, however, has to some extent provided against this 
wholesale cannibalism, by giving to the young an Instinctive 
dread of fish bigger than themselves, combined with the power of 
greater facilities of escape; hiding themselves under boulders, 
amid the roots of submerged trees and other havens of refuge Into 
which their pursuers, by reason of their'greater bulk, cannot In 
trude. And It has been, with some degree of truth, suggested 
that although fish In Infancy bred In their native element may 
acquire from the first this dread of their enemies, on the contrary 
those brought up by artificial means lack that discretion which 
would enable them to avoid becoming little Red Riding hoods to 
the water-wolves; the obvious remedy for which Is to turn In 
only such trout as are of a sufficient size to hold their own against 
their persecutors. 

Albeit, whatever the causes may have been which have In our 
Isles retarded the progress of fish-culture, and left us so mani¬ 
festly In the rear of Holland, Norway, Sweden, Japan, China, and 
not least the United States, the International Fishery Exhibition 
of Berlin has, however mortifying to our pride, fully explained 
and manifested by wholesome contrast for our future guidance, 
the reasons of our shortcomings. 

The United States appear to be fully Impressed that they will 
take the lead In this competition, which moat essentially Involves 
one of the great food-problems of the age. If the United States 
do not distance all other nations. It will be no fault of the high 
controlling powers,as the effort to multiply fish has now for many 
years pa^t become a state work. Compare this with the little 
assistance or encouragement given to pisciculture In England, 
and It may be we place our finger upon the cause of our failure. 
The only “ public exhibitions" we have, and have had, are the ex¬ 
periments of Mr. F. Bucklandln the South Kensington Museum, 
to which as yet we believe uo money government grant has been 
extended; the ponds at Stormondfleld, the pioneer examples of 
Mr. Francis Francis and others at Hampton, Mr. Forbes at Cbert- 
sey, and Mr. Frederick Plgou at Dartford. 

On the other hand, Prof. S. F. Baird, secretary of the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution, and commissioner of fish god fisheries, tells 
us that “the first experiments In fleb-culture In the United States 
were privately conducted by Dr. Qarlick, and the more public 
efforts were commenced In the New England States—Massacbn- 
eelts, Vermont and Connecticut. Then New Tork followed, and 
DOW nearly every state In the Union has Its fishery commission; 
In fact,” says Prof. Baird, " I do not call to mind anv state In 
the Union that has not an officer designated by authority of the 
legislature to take charge of this Interest; and In nearly all the 
states they have establlshmente for fish-culture 'and propaga¬ 
tion.” 

The following portion of a speech upon this subject by Mr. 
Morton, one of tbo_ representatives of New York city, would 
spply In Its openlng'woids equally to our own country: “ The 
production of fish Is a source of national wealth, and In the early 
history of the world It was a preventive of famine and distress. 
Experience has shown that while It was a luxury for the rich. It 
Is pre-eminently the poor man’s food. This la understood 
thoroughly In the countries where food-production and cheap liv¬ 
ing are carried on to the greateet perfection.” And still more closely 
the following remarks are in unison with what was, and still un¬ 
fortunately Is, our own position. “Not many years ago the erec¬ 
tion of mills, dams, and factories along the banka of the rivers of 
the United States, threatened the extinction of many valuable 
species of fish. This calamity was prevented by the timely dis¬ 
covery of the art of propsgatlng fish by artificial means. The 
Connecticut River, once one of the most fertile fish-streams in 
the world, became almost depleted. A few years ago, at the 
expense of a few hundred dollars, Seth Green, of New York, hue 
pioneers, replenished the river with artificially-hatched 
shad, and In three years’ time these fish had become more abund¬ 
ant In the river than they were before the white man began to 
fish them out.” • 

foUows a record of practical wisdom: Seth Green knew 
that the water of the Connecticut River was by nature peculiarly 
*** shad, and that Its absence from tbe waters was 
attributable to exceptional canses. He therefore. Instead of at¬ 
tempting ambitiously to fill up tbe void with salmonldes or any 
other capriciously-priced fish, set to work to give tbe waters back 
inelr own, and succeeded to tbe extent of tbe waters paying the 
states enormous interest upon so sensible and Judicious an out- 
lay.

slightest consideration whether the waters are adapted to their re¬ 
quirements. Thus it la threatened with East Anglia. The natives 
first looked with apathy upon the gradual but cwtaln min of their 
once prolific and splendid rivers and lakes, termed " broads," 
and when the fish Indigenous to their natural element were de¬ 
pleted by the net and nnsportemanllke practices to almost nil. 
Instead of throwing every protection over the stock which re¬ 
mained, talked of acclimatizing and introdncing foreign fish pet^ 
fectly nnsultcd to tbe waters—fish which, had nature Intended 
their presence, would have been found therein without tbe inters 
ference of man. In the counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, at 
least, we may therefore shortly see. If proper Judgment is not 
exercised, pike, perch and eels ted by a liberal hand with the 
delicacy known as salmon-fty, far more expensive than white- 
bait, and particularly esteemed by these piscine gourmands, each 
of which It is known will almost follow Its prey ashore rather 
than forego the luxury of so delicious a bomu-bouche as a Juven¬ 
ile salmon. It Is somewhat strange that salmon-roe, one of tbe 
most Irresistible flsh-balts, and the use of which la debarred by 
law to the angler, should after tbe matured salmon Is robbed of 
it, and every attention has been devoted to Its development, 
when considered of a sufficient size and all Interest In tbe breed¬ 
ing is evaporated, be thrown broadcast In the waters to become 
the prey of their more stalwart congeners. 

No one hears of increasing the stock of perch by artificial 
means. Yet the perch Is a most desirable fish, and maintains a 
high price In our markets. The only course hitherto adopted is 
to Import perch stock, small perch from one place over-crowded 
to another less Inhabited. And It Is true that this change of a 
surplus to other waters Is generally for the benefit of the fish, 
particularly from ponds somewhat stagnant, in which the food 
Is consequently not enough for alL 

We should earnestly suggest that tbe experiment of Increasing 
the volume of our Indigenous marketable fish should be entered 
upon—not only those of the fresh waters, but those admitted to 
be scarce In and around our sea-board. We need not hesitate for 
an example, as we are now assured that the American method ol 
artificially Impregnating and hatching the eggs of sea-fishes has 
made It possible to hatch all the different kinds of fish found on 
tbe United States coast, except tbe blue-fish and menhaden, 
which do not spawn at a time when they can be reached. Thus 
not only can tbe old fishing-grounds be made to furnish an In¬ 
creased product, but new stations can be eetabllsbed. Tbe Fish 
Commission, in fact, to which we allude, believe that productive 
cod-fisheries can be developed as far south as Chesapeake Bay, or 
even Cape Hatteras; and it Is also censidered possible to regu¬ 
late In a great measure the fitful appearance and disappearance 
of mackerel on tbe American shores. 

Mr. Morton, who is entitled to be listened to with respect, and 
who has hitherto shown himself far from Utopian or chimerical 
In bis scientific forecasts with regard to fish-culture, expresses a 
hope ere long to transfer the general seat of the cod and the 
mackerel fisheries from the distant banks of the Gulf of St. Law¬ 
rence to tbe coast of tbe United States, thus settling some very 
serious international fishery quest! ms, and making the Ameri¬ 
can cod fisheries especially similar to those of Norway, where 
35,000 men are employed for four months in fishing In open 
boats, going out In the morning and returning at night. Doubt¬ 
less he would effect this by taking advantage of the now gener¬ 
ally accepted fact that all fish are more prone to return to tbe 
place of their nativity than to stray and stay lu other districts, 
provided the element was one in most. If not all, respects as con¬ 
genial to their habits as elsewhere. 

The objects, lectures, and papers of the Berlin Exhibition win 
throw much new light upon this grand phase of tbe extensldn of 
the food of man, and must be watched with corresponding In¬ 
terest and attention. 

We had no intention, at the opening of this article, to recur 
to the mechanical operations of fish-culture, nor to make specu 
la'Ive guesses why lu one portion of the world fish-batching 
should. If not proved a failure, at least have made but little pro¬ 
gress ; but we may be excused If we refer to one great departure 
from the general mode as practiced lo England, and found of 
great advantage In tbe United States. 

The general practice of fish-batching in this country baa con¬ 
sisted in permitting the natural current of water, as that from a 
spring or hydrant, to pass through a series of wooden troughs, 
having at the bottom a layer of gravel, upon which tbe eggs were 
placed. This, with very slight variations of corrugated zinc, or 
a “gridiron” of close glass bars, represents to this day the In¬ 
ventive genius of Europe. Seth Green anchored bis troughs in 
a running stream so as to get tbe natural flow of the water, In¬ 
stead of depending upon what may be termed a somewhat artifi¬ 
cial source of supply, and thus bis shad, particularly, were 
hatched upon a more extensive and economic scale tbanjcould be 
done under a shed, and with tbe expensive and constant superlu- 
tendence of watchers. Bot now advancing upon tbe method of 
having the eggs In actual layers and troughs, the United States 
devle^ the method of placing the eggs In trays one above So¬ 
other, and the series In vessels of a conical shape, and thus ar¬ 
ranged, allowing the water to come In at the bottom and flow 
over at tbe top, by which means enormous numbers can be 
hatched on a given arcs. It is pbvlous that the flow thus ad¬ 
mitted from under the e^ gives It the fnll benefit of its Influ¬ 
ence, particularly on the under side, which, when tbe water only 
flows over It, Is left without its due share of Its effects. But the 
best reeommendatlon of tbe innovation jnay bn that sneb appa¬ 
ratus is DOW used to a considerable extent by the United States 
at Its salmon, etc., hatching establishments In Maine and Califor¬ 
nia ; and that the result, with a very small force of operatives, 
has been as many as 15,000,000 eggs treated lo a single season 
on tbe Sacramento River. This, indeed, la a product more than 
that of all tbe salmon-hatching establishments, public and pri¬ 
vate, In Europe combined. We further learn that this funnel 
apparatus was next placed by the commission on floating scows, 
so that tbe water used In developing tbe eggs could be drawn di¬ 
rectly from the adjacent river where they were anchored. Nor 
does tbe inventive genius of (he American fiah-culiurists end 
here, for the success of this apparatus has Induced them to com¬ 
bine a form of buckets filled with eggs, which will be worked by 
a large steamer, and by which, when in nee, it Is anticipated the 
amount of production of previous seasons will be Increased many 
fold. 

Amongst the fishes which have met with special success are 
the German carp, which are liberally distributed to applicants lo 
proportloa to the water to be Inhabited; eight or ten pairs 
being sufficient for fifty acres of water. This we all know Is a 
most domesticated flsn, and bears the same relation to other 
fishes that ducks and barn-door fowls do to the birds of Ike 
woods and moors. 

Our transatlantic cousins are practical, foreseeing people, ahd 
It is noteworthy, with all their Immense ocean flsh-reeonrcea, they 
are now taking up Inland fish-farming, a pursuit which we aban¬ 
doned about a quarter of a century ago, the fish-farming In tbe 
Innumerable ponds In the Weald of Sussex being the last, carried 
on by a Hr. Fenn, of London. Carp was tHe chief stock, but 
tench, perch, eels, and pike were raised. The carp were regu¬ 
larly fad upon peas, and grew to a great size, some showing two 
Inches of fat on them.

The Jack of Tennessee.

Editor Chicago Field:— In one of the July Issues of the 
Cbicaoo Field, Prof. Hunter Nicholson requested that I send 
him a specimen of the Jack flab, and "other fishes peculiar to our 
wators." I have not bad time to comply with bis request, since the 
publication of bis letter. I contemplate a fishing excursion to 
Green river, Kentucky, in October, and after my return he may 
expect to hear from me relative to the matter. Prof. Nicholson 
saysbe Is engaged In making a collection of Tennessee fishes. I 
think he should be encouraged by every one who takes an Interest 
in matters piscatorial. He shall have some specimens out of 
Red river. 

Col. Geo. F. Akers, our efficient fish commissioner, writes me 
that he never knew tbe Jack to be caught in Tennessee waters 
earlier than tbe 10th (I think that was tbe data) of October A 
gentleman caught a Jack here last Wednesday. True to the In¬ 
stincts of the j ack be was game to the last, ami before be reached 
terra firmat somebody had a broken rod. 

Col. Akers, writing to me, dlscusalng the question whether or 
not the Jack migrates at certain seasons of the year,say8: “ Where 
there are uo obstructions the speed of the Jack Is equal to that of 
a wild duck on the wing." Take care, greased lightning. It 
was said of our friend David Copperfleld, “He bites.” It was 
written In large letters on a placard and pinned to poor little 
David B back, ‘ He bites,” which caused J. Steerforth to present 
him to the boys and exclaim, “See the trick!’’ 

Now if David bit (he bit old Murdstone one day) the same mav 
be said of the jack—“he bites." ’ 

In the Summer of 1873, a gentleman by tbe name of Brown¬ 
ing, was fishing, with an Irishman by the name of Giles Sullivan, 
at Weatherford’s mill, on Red river. Just above this place The 
Irishman hooked a very large Jack—a ten pounder. After a des¬ 
perate fight be succeeded in getting the fish to the bank.

The Gizzard Shad. 

Jefferson Citt, Mo. 

Editor Chicago Field :—In September a party of fishermen 
were on the Gasconade river, which Is celebrated in this section 
for Ita splendid black bass fishing. After going Into camp one 
afternoon near a long, deep pool, I noticed a commotion in tbe 
water about forty yards distant, which seemed to be caused by a 
fish of some kind acting very singularly. It seemed to be going 
round In a circle, say four or five feet in diameter, frequently pop¬ 
ing out of the water, and then under again, and making quite a 
splutter. It seemed to be pursued by something. I called atten¬ 
tion to tbe " what Is it,” and one of the party killed It with his 
shotgun. Upon bringing it ashore none of us knew what It was, 
and we then and there took the following imperfect description, 
and want tbe Chicago Field to tell us what it Is: 

Twelve Inches from tip of nose to fork of tall. 

Two and a quarter Inches from bifurcation to Up of tall. 

Anal fin extending from anus to within 1 Inch of the base 
of tbe caudal fin. 

'Ventral fin Inches long, with 1 spine and 7 soft rays. 

Pectoral fin 3 Inches long, 1 spine and 14 soft rays. 

Dorsal fin 8 Inches long, with 1 well developed spinal ray and 
10 soft rays. 

At the rear and base of the dorsal fin was a sort of Jointed 
corrugated projection like a ray, about tbe size of a large broom 
straw at tbe base, and tapering to a point, and about three inches 
long. 

The belly or bottom of the fish came to a sharp edge, not 
rounded. 

Fish 4 Inches wide, no teeth, and month shaped like a shad; 
eye prominent, black center, with bright yellow circle around it. 

Four gills each side. 

Color, white belly, dark bluish on top. 

This, I am aware. Is a poor description, but the best 1 can give. 
We would be glad to know what it was. 

In a number of the bass caught were found worms in the 
muscles along the sides of the back and tall, from l-lfi to i of 
an inch long, of a cream color, with a black bead. What are 
they I It stopped our fishing and fish-eating. Light. 

[The fish Is the “gizzard shad’’or fresh-water “hickory shad,’’ 
Doryioma eepediana, var. heterura (Raf.) Jordan. Not only the 
black bass, but all other species of flab, are subject to parasitic 
worms or grubs. If fish coutalnlng them are well cooked, they 
are not at all unwholesome; not more so iban tbe mites In cheese. 
—Ed.)

39 states that “ Cspt. Grundy of tbe Schooner Torea reports 
that on Sunday last. Cape Egmont bearing E. by N., he passed 
within fifteen yards of an octopus of gIganUc size. Having a 
good view of It, tbe captain considers.It was about thirty feet 
across tbe body, which rose some eight or nine feet above tbe 
surface of tbe water. Tbe sockera were between thirty and forty 
feet long.” ‘

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Habits of the Desert African Lion. 


Few, If »ny of us, have had the opportunity of aeelog the lion 
at home In hta native deaerte. No mao In the world had greater 
opportunltlea of observing the lion than my late lamented friend 
Roualeyn Oordoo Gumming, Esq., of Altyre, the well-known 
author of " Five Years of a Hunter’s Life In the Far Interior of 
South Africa." 

Mr. Gordon Gumming gives a most Interesting account of the 
habits of the lion as observed by himself, of which the follow¬ 
ing abstract will be welcome to our readers, as the book Itself 
Is now very scarce:—‘‘The Hon Is exquisitely formed by nature 
for the predatory habits which he Is desUned to pursue. Com¬ 
bining In comparatively small compass the qualities of power 
and agility, he Is enabled, by mesne of the tremendous ma¬ 
chinery with which nature has gifted him, easily to overcome 
and destroy almost any beast of the forest, however superior to 
him In weight and stature. 

“Though coo 8 lder 4 bly under four feet In height, he hta little 
difficulty In dashing to the ground and overcoming the lofty and 
apparently powerful giraffe, whose head towers above the trees of 
the forest, and whose skin Is nearly an Inch In thickness. The 
Hon Is the constant attendant of the vast herd of buffaloes which 
frequent the Interminable forests of the Interior; and a full- 
grown one, so long as bis teeth are unbroken, generally proves 
a match for an old bull buffalo, which In else and strength greatly 
surpasses the most powerful breed of English cattle. The Hon 
also preys on all the larger varieties of antelope, and on both the 
varieties of the gnoo. The sebra, which Is met with In large 
herds throughout the Interior, Is also a favorite object of bis pur¬ 
suit. 

" The male Hon Is adorned with a long, rank, shaggy mane, 
which In some Instances almost sweeps the ground. The color 
of these manes varies, some being very dark, and others of a 
golden yellow. This appearance has given rise to a prevailing 
opinion among the Boers that there are two distinct varieties of 
Hons, which they distinguish by the respective names of 'Schwart 
fore life,’ and ‘ Chlel fore life.’ This Idea, however, la erroneous. 

“The color of the lion’s mane Is generally Influenced by his 
age. He atulns his mane In the third year of his existence. I 
have remarked that at first It Is of a yellowish color; In the 
prime of life It la blackest; and when he has numbered many 
years, but still Is In the full enjoyment of his powers. It assumes 
a yellowish-gray pepper-and-salt sort of color. 

“ These old fellows are cunning and dangerous, and most to be 
dreaded. The females are destitute of a mane, being covered 
with a short, thick, glossy coat of Uwny hair. The manes and 
coats of Hons frequenting open districts desolate of trees, such 
as are the borders of the great Kalahari desert, are more rank 
and handsome than those Inhabiting forest districts. 

“ One of the most striking things connected with the Hon Is 
his voice, which Is extremely grand, and peculiarly striking. It 
conslsU at times of a low, deep moaning, repeated five or six 
times, ending In faintly audible sighs; at other times he startles 
the forest with loud, deep-toned, solemn roars, repeated five or 
six times In quick succession, each Increasing In londncss to the 
third or fourth, when bis voice dies away In five or six low, muf¬ 
fled sounds, very much resembling distant thunder At times, 
and not unfrequently, a troop may be heard roaring In concert, 
one assuming the lead, and two, three, four, or more, regularly 
taking up their parts. Like our Scottish stags at the rutting 
seuon, they roar loudest In cold, frosty nights; but on no ocesr 
slon are their voices to be heard In such perfection, or so In¬ 
tensely powerful, as when two or three strange troops of Hons 
approach a fountain to drink at the same time. 

“ When this occurs, every member of each troop sounds a bold 
roar of defiance at the opposite parties; and when one roars all 
roar together, and each seems to vie with his comrades In the In¬ 
tensity and power of his voice- The power and grandeur of these 
nocturnal forest concert* is Inconceivably striking and pleasing 
to the hunter’s ear. The effect, I may remark, la greatly en¬ 
hanced when the bearer happens to be situated In the depths of 
the forest at the dead hour of midnight, unaccompanied by any 
attendant, and ensconced within twenty yards of the fountain 
which the surrounding troops of Hons are approaching. Such 
has been my situation many scores of times. 

“The habits of the Hon are strictly nocturnal; during the day 
be lies concealed beneath the shade of some low, bushy tree, or 
wide-spreading bush, either in the level forester on the mountain 
side. Ho Is also partial to lofty reeds or fields or long, rank, 
yellow grass, such as occur In low-lying valleys. From these 
haunts be sallies forth when the sun goes down, and commences 
his nightly prowl. 

“ Lions are ever most active, daring and presuming on dark 
and stormy nights, and consequently on such occasions the trav¬ 
eler ought more particularly to bo on his guard. I remarked i 
fact connected with the lion's hour of drinking peculiar to them- 
selves; they seemed unwilling to visit the fountains with good 
moonlight Thus, when the moon rose early, the Hons deferred 
their hour of watering until late In the morning, and when the 
moon rose late they drank at a very early hour In the night 
“ Owing to the tawny color of the coat with which nature has 
robed him, be Is perfectly Invisible In the dark, and, although I 
have often heard Ibeuvlondly lapping the water under my very 
nose, not twenty yards from me, 1 could not possibly make out so 
much as the outline of their forms. 'When a thirsty Hon comes 
to water he stretches out bis massive arms. Ilea down on bis 
breast to drink, and makes a loud, lapping noise In drinking, not 
to be mistaken. He continues lapping up the water for a long 
while, and four or five times during the proceeding he pauses for 
half a minute as If to take breath. One thing consplcuons aboutllons 
Is their eyes, which. In a dark night, glow like two balls of fire. 
The female is more fierce and active than the male, as a general 
rule. Lionesses which have never had young are more danger¬ 
ous than those which have.’’ 

I have had great dlfiSculty In getting a look at Gordon Gum- 
rolng’e book. It contains so much valuable and original Information 
relaUve to Hons, elephants, giraffes, antelopes, and other forms of 
animal life, that I shall take the liberty of asking Hr. Murray, 
publisher, of Albemarle street. If it Is not poselble to bring out 
another edition. The edition J have quoted from bears the date 
of 1850. 

I have been requested by some trlMida who have been good 
enough to express their approval of my aitlcj|eM the ItoiL to oon 
tlnue the subject. This I have great pleasdire 
On January 7, 1861, I had the opportunity of ezaaMbil|t.h 
who bad been killed by a lion. Hr. James Crockett, the oeBk 
brated lion-tamer, bad been performing for some weeks at Astley' 
theater. Cr ckett had got his Hons Into such a perfect state of 
training that he used to bring occasionally one of them out on 
the stage with only a chain on. 

At dawn of day an assistant at the circus known as Jarvle,weot 
Into the ring to sweep up the place. During the night the Hons 
bad got loose, and one of them Jumping down from one of the 
tiers of the lower boxes upou Jarvie, killed him In a moment. 

On the upper portion of the body were thirty-five wounds at 
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and about the face and neck. There was also a scalp wound 
over the left eyebrow and a great many punctured wounds at ud 
about the a^ln aod back. It le probable that the lion knocked 
poor Jarvie down first with the double pat of bis paw,the claws b^ 
log extended. The blow at the same lime caused concussion of the 
brain, and Immediate Insensibility. The Hon must have then 
carried him about In hU mouth, for eooie time. When Crockett 
arrived he went Into the amphitheater with hls big carter's whip, 
cracking It smartly and scolding the llon^ who recognised their 
master. Three of them sneaked back Into their deii at once, the 
other Hon was sitting over the man ss a dog would over a bone. 
Grockett struck the blood-stained beast twice over the head with 
the whip, and he Immediately also went Into hls cage. 

During the night the Ilona had managed somehow to get claw- 
bold of a piece of cloth that was hanging In front of the den of a 
sick Hon, and In pulling It through the bars of a portion of the 
cage forming the door, they had managed to break the door 
down from the outside, and thus get loose Into the theater. 

As I go about the country I always make It a practice to look 
for Hons. There are In most towns all over the country, hotels 
and public-houses with Hons as signs; these Hons are of various 
colors—the red Hon, the white Hon, the blue Hon, the black Hon, 
the golden Hon. There are also existing the Hon and bull, 
adder, castle, dolphin, goat, horseshoe, lamb, snake, swan, tun, 
and wood. At almost every railway station may be seen the pic¬ 
ture of a lion caught In a net, and a mouse nibbling at the net. 
Thl. as we all know, is one of AEsop'a fables. This Is now used 
as an advertisement, at which I should think iBsop would bo 
considerably disgusted. The Londoner, after reading this arU- 
cle, should observe the Hons In London, of which there 
are a considerable number of various forms, colors, 
and sixes. The largest are cerUInly those by Sir Edwin 
Landseer, at Gharlng Groes. These I described when they were 
first put in their positions. I don’t like them at all; the paws are 
straight, whereas Hons being cats, almost always bend In one of 
the fore feet, giving an appearance of ease and grace. Sir Edwin 
hsB not either given them whiskers; the consequence is, that the 
dignity and grandeur of the Hons Is greatly Impaired. 

In the summer time these Hons get so hot that one can hardly 
touch them with the hand; the metal, too. Is very thin, and I 
should not be the least surprised to find some of these days holes 
In these Hons. 

When Northumberland House was stondlng there was a very 
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double barrel rifle of the moat modem construction would not 
always stop a Hon In full charge. 

Everybody knows how difficult It Is to kill a cat, and I think it 
I Is highly probable that a Hon has ss many lives as a cat. These 
I ancient sportsmen used also to keep Hons alive In dens, probably 
for gladiatorial purposes, or else. If a painter of a certain picture 
In the Royal Academy was right, to turn out Into a large circus, 
to be baited by dogs, and ultimately shot by the king In the 
presence of the court ladles. 

I therefore am of opinion that It was Into one of these Hon- 
plts where they kept these Hons for arena purposes, that they put 
Daniel the prophet, the saving of whose life from lions, which 
were probably kept hungry on purpose, I look upon as one of 
the greatest miracles on record In the Bible. The question has 
occurred to me, how did these Babylonian forester*, who pro¬ 
vided uninjured wild Hons for the sports of the court, manage to 
catch them I I think It was done with the combination of a 
pitfall and net. My friend Homer, who was evidently by nature 
exceedingly fond of sport, most beautifully describes a wild bull 
caught In a net. 

Homer, however, had not seen much llon-catchlng. The war- 
rlorsln those days wanted them only for their skins, and there¬ 
fore did not try to catch them alive; and there Is plenty of evi¬ 
dence of the officers of the Grecian army using Hon-sklns as part 
of their uniform; Just, In fact, as the Grenadier Guards wear 
bear-skins, and one of the light cavalry regiments—I think the 
I7th Lancers—wear a leopard-skin saddle-dotb. He mentions, 
however, Ilona thus;-*’ A* two Hons with saw-shaped teeth bear 
a goat through the thick underwood, snatching It from dogs, 
holding It high above the earth In their Jaws, so the two warriors 
stript off bis armor,’’ etc. 

Again, “ The Greeks, however, as dogs and rustic men hunt 
either a homed stag or wild goat, which a lofty rock and shady 
wood preserve, but at their ^mor a bearded Hon appears In the 
way, and turns them aU back, though keenly pursuing.’’ Again, 
“ He like a destroying lion rushing upon cows feeding In a spa¬ 
cious marsh, among which there Is a keeper not skillful In fight¬ 
ing with a wild besst, the Hon springing among the midst de¬ 
vours a cow, and all the rest fly In terror.’’ 

Thus we sea from the earliest antiquity dowu to the present day 
the Hon has been greatly reverenced for hls majestic, klog-llko 
bearing, as well as an embodiment of power. Bo much so was 
this the case that the astronomers of ancient days promoted the 


eood'llon Indeed on the top of It, and many’bets were made as I Hon Into the x^lac, where he still holds hls own, representing

My friend, Mr. Kelllch, the well koown naturaUst, of SI Upper 
George street, Bryanston square, le, I think, the only living man 


to which way the lion’s head was turned. I really now forget 
which way It was. Will correspondent* give their opioloni 
This Hon was taken down In June, 1874, having been erected 
In 1749; thus be had been standing on the top of Northumber¬ 
land House 135 year*. This metal Hon measured from nose to 
end of Ull, lift. 7ln.; height at shoulders, 5ft. 61n.; weight, one 
too and a half. 

For conipirlsoo I now the size of the Hod thzt died at the 
Zoological Gardena In 1872—nose to Ull, 9ft. lln. 

The Northumberland Hon Is now, I believe, at Blon House, on 
the banks of the Thames. 

At Alnwick Gastle, Northumberland, there le another.llou on 
the bridge In the park, but hls Ull being made of a straight bar 
of Iron, this animal has not a graceful appearance. As the 
reader stands and looks from the foot of King George's sUtue In 
Gockspur street. In the direction of where Northumberland 
House stood, be will see that another Hon has taken the place of 
the late Hon—namely, the Hon on the top of the Lion Brewery, 
on the other side of the water, The legend la that the Hon Is put 
on the top of the brewery to show how strong the beer Is. 

My friend, Mr. Garpendsle, whose name Is so well known as 
making such wonderful portraits of horses, la also a most superb 
draughtsman of Hone. Carpendale telle me that there Is only 
one Hon worth looking at In London, and that Is a plaster east 
In the ante-ball of the Polytechnic, Regent street. This Hon Is 
represented as Just awaking from sleep, and In a growling atti¬ 
tude. The lioness Is also very good, but doe* not come up to the 
Hon. 

Mr. Bearle tells me that near King’s Gross there Is a golden 
Hon that on close Inspection will be found to be covered with 
scales—a sort of hybrid between a dragon and a Hon. 

The reason why the Hon Is so often Uken as an emblem In 
England, dates, I should think, from the days of heraldry, when 
our ancestor* covered themselves completely In armor, and when 
going Into action they polled down a portion of the helmet over 
the face, so that these gentlemen could not be distinguished by 
friend or foe. They therefore put onto the helmet the figure of 
some animal, such as a dragon, Ulbot, bound, Hon, etc. These 
cognisances, ss I think they were called, may be seen on the 
belmeU of the Knights of the Garter over the etslle In St 
George’s Gbapel at WItadeor, and also over the stalls of the 
KolghU of the Bath In Westminster Abbey. In fact these cog¬ 
nisances answered very much the same purpose ss do the various 
colored Jackets and caps as worn by the Jockeys In races and 
eteeplecbaaea of the present day. 

Our mothers used to teach ns a nursery song, which without 
doubt is of very great antiquity. It began thus: 

The Hon and the nnlcorn fighting for the crown. 

I expect that the origin of this was two knights selected to fight 
out a cause single-handed, and that one of them wore on hls hel¬ 
met the cognisance of a lion, the other that of a unicorn. Even 
at the present day we see over the shops which royalty la sup¬ 
posed to patronise, figures of the “Hon and unicorn,” the horn 
of the unicorn being undoubtedly copied from the boro of the 
narwhal. Of course the unicorn does not exist The animal 
which gave origin to It Is, In all probabUlty, the Oryx tnicoryx 
of Africa. When at a distance the two long horns appear as only 


The human rao^ from the earliest times, have used the Hon as 
symbols. 1 have a valuable book on Scripture natural history, 
which give* the Hebrew names for the Hon as used In scripture, 
thus: Oor, a lion’s whelp—Jeremiah and Exeklel; Cbepbir, a 
young Hon—Psalms and Proverbs; Sbacal, a black Hon In full 
strength—Job, Psalms, Hosea; Lalsb, a fierce Hon—Iealab,Job. It 
appears that It Is more than probable that when the Israelites were 
wandering In the desert each tribe bad Its standard, and I gather 
that the standard of Benjamin was a wolf; Napbthall, a stag; 
Dan, a snake; Joseph, a vine; and Judah, a lion’s whelp—He¬ 
brew, Cephlrim. 

The Syrian workmen of Hiram, who were employed by the 
great King Solomon, In building bis temple, also us^ Hons sa 
symbols of royal power and strength. Ganon Tristram, In hls 
admirable book, “The Natural History of the Bible,’! writes: 
“ From It* associations with the tribe of Judah, p.-rbaps Solomon 
selected the lion as a royal device In the sculptures both of the 
^Bn^ and of the king’s bouse.’’ 

with ozeu and chemblm,were graven to adorn the bases 
ottlb braxen sea. Two carved Hons supported the Ivory throne 
on either side, and twelve others “ guarded the tlx step* up to 
the throne.'' 

Upon the Nineveh marble* are eculptnred some very spirited 
pictures of the kings and great men of the day, hunting Hons, 
This must have been rather ticklish work, as the only weapons 
then available were arrow* and spears, a kind of assegai. It 
would, I should think, be a difficult thing to stop a Hon In hls 
I chaige- With these Gordon Gumming found heavy bnllela from a 


who can stuff a lion or tiger to nature. He has Just brought me 
two sacks full of Hon preparations. 

The largest skin le that of a young Hon about eighteen 
months old, the mane Just appearing. I find, what I did not 
know before, that the Inside of the ear Is entirely filled with hair. 
The reason of this Is probably to keep the sand out of the ear; 
the back of the ear le most beautifully tinted with black. These 
black ejxits are discernible also over the eyes. The whiskers, 
which act as feelers for the Hon In the darkness of the night, are 
aa stiff as slips of whalebone, and each has a nerve at the Inner 
end of It, by veason of which the sensation of any obstructlou Is 
conveyed to the brain. The power of the curved-cutting claws of 
the front paws Is terrific. The Inner claw, which answers to the 
thumb. Is much the largest. Each claw-bearing bone Is of a dif¬ 
ferent length; the hind claws are' not nearly so large. 

The other skin Is that of a fine grown Hones', eight feet long. 
There Is no claw at the end of the tall. Now that I am handling 
a lion’s skin, I can see what a beautiful provision it is that the 
gray ashy color of the hair Is so beautifully tinted aa very much to 
resemble sand or sandstone rocks, so that the Hon Is again as¬ 
sisted by nature to obtain bis prey, be It giraffe, eland, antelope, 
zebra, or man. 

Lion skins. In good condition, are now very rare In the mar¬ 
ket, and those that do come, are generally much knocked about. 

Tbe skin Itself, Mr. Kelllch says, will never make good leather, 
aa It Is too spongy; still, however, I understand the Boers use It 
for harness purposes. 

Tbe finest description of lions In tbe world was writtoo by 
King David In that wonderful 104tb Psalm. David, ss a young 
man, as we all know, was obliged to spend much of hls time In 
the wilderness, and, when watching hls sheep, be must often 
have beard tbe Hons roaring about bis sbeepfold, hence the fol¬ 
lowing magnificent bit of word painting. 

He anpoloted tbs moon lur certain seasons: and tbe san knowotb bis 
going o^owu. 

Thou makest darkness that It may bo nigbt: wbercin all the hcasU 
of tbe forests do move. 

The Hons roaring after their prey: do seek Ihclr meat from God. 

The sun arlsoih and they get them away together: and lay them dowu 
In their dens. 

Man goeth forth to bis work and to bis labor: nutll the evening. 

O Lord, bow manifold are Thy works: In wisdom hast Thou made 
them all: the oarth is full of Toy riches.

A Useful Langur Monkey. 

At a recent meeting of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, Mr. L. 
Bchwendler gave an Instance of a Langur monkey {HemnopUhr- 
eiu mUUtu) having been taught to do useful work. Mr. Sebwend- 
ler’s “ trustworthy Informant ” wss Babu B. Pyoe, a member of 
the Government Telegraph Department. Tbe Babu says: “ Some 
years ago 1 bod a Langur which, while standing erect, measured 
fully two feet six Inches. The animal was very powerful, and 
coutd easily pull a punkha measuring eight feet to length. It 
was a male, and even when young showed a disposition to be 
highly savage. The older It got, tbe more savage It became. 
Seeing tbe great power this monkey had, I wanted to utilize It, 
and thereflwe Intended to employ It for the purpose of pulling 
punkhss. The teaching I effected In the foUowIng manner: The 
monkey was tied by the waist close to a strong pole, so that It 
could not move either backward or forward, or right or left. 
Both hands were tied to a rope attached to a punkha, which was 
regularly pulled from the other side by a man. Thus tbe animal 
had to sit in one place, and could only move Its bands up and 
down with the punkha rope. In this way the monkey In a com¬ 
paratively abort time learned to pull the punkha by Itself, and 
was so employed by me for sever^ years. It always kept-In first- 
rate health, enjoyed Its work Immensely, and did It equally well, 
It not better, than a coolie. Daring the ralna It suffered from 
fever, and ultimately died. Putting now thl* trained monkey In 
tbe place where tbe man used to pull the pnnkbs, and a new Lan¬ 
gur In the place where tbe trained monkey formerly sat, I at¬ 
tempted to teach successively four more monkeys, two of which 
ware females. I succeeded perfectly In teaching the males, but 
was quite nnsuccesefol with tbe females.” Mr. Bchwendler said 
there Is a certain amount of Intelligence required to do this work, 
since tbe.snns In their up and down movements have to ke^ 
time with the swinging punkha. Mr. Bchwendler mentioned 
some other Instance* In which the display of Intolllgeoce by mon¬ 
keys hod been noticed. In particular he mentioned a case in 
which a monkey which bad suatelned a tall from trusting to s 
rotten branch, whils swinging on a tree, had been observed after¬ 
ward to examine the bran^ea of the tree, and to break off those 
which It found to be rotten.—JRiptliA Xxehange.
